SILVER  COINS. 

'Ehis  section  offers  the  half  dollar  series  and  features  14  varieties  of  1794,  45 
varieties  of  1795  (never  before  in  niunisinatic  history  has  such  a series  of  1795 
been  listed  in  an  auction  catalogue),  the  rare  1796’s  and  1797’s,  an  unusual 
series  of  1846  and  the  excessively  rare  1838-0. 

Of  the  1838-0  it  can  be  said  that  no  regular  issue  of  the  United  States  exceeds 
it  for  rarity.  It  is  more  rare  than  the  1804  dollar,  than  the  1913  nickel,  than 
the  very  high  relief  St.  Oauden’s  $20.00  piece.  \\'e  are  proud  to  be  able  to 
offer  it  for  sale. 

Again  we  have  allowed  space  for  the  insertion  of  prices  realized  alongside  of 
the  estimates.  (See  inside  back  cover).  It  would  have  been  our  pleasure  to 
be  able  to  reprint  Beistle’s  work  for  you  but  this  was  impossible.  The  num- 
erous references  to  this  work,  however,  should  be  of  great  assistance  to  col- 
lectors of  this  series.

(The  best  and  most  complete  reterence  work  on  Half- 
Dollars  is  “A  RDGISTDR  OF  HALF  DODDAR  DIE  VAR 
lETIES”  by  M.  L.  Beistle.  The  author  goes  into  ffreat 
detail  describingf  the  many  varieties  and  explains  the 
reason  for  their  being".  We  have  catalogued  most  of  the 
following  collection  of  half  dollars  according  to  Beistle. 

It  is  our  belief  that  most  collectors  have  a copy  of  this 
standard  work.  If  not,  they  will  probably  find  a copy  in 
their  public  library.
